THE APPELLATE COURTS. 
A careful reading of the bill passed by the 
House of Representatives creating new Ap- 
pellate Courts in this State shows that the 
new Courts may be used to increase delays, 
and increase the costs of litigation. At 
present, all cases of every kind may be taken 
on appeal or writ of error directly to the Bu- 
preme Court. The Appellate Courts of infe- 
rior jurisdiction are only desirable under the 
belief that they will relieve the Supreme 
Court of a large amount of business, and 
thus expedite the hearing of cases now taken 
up for mere purposes of delay. The bill 
creating these Appellate Courts excepts from 
their jurisdiction criminal cases and cases 
involving a franchise, or a freehold, or the va- 
lidity of a statute, appeals and writs of errors 
in which shall be taken directly to the Su- 
preme Court. This exception is provided for 
in the Constitution. The bill provides that 
the > ogi Courts shall have exclusive 
tion over all appeals and writs of error 
in all other cases except those mentioned 
where the amount in controversy is less than 
8500. The bill, therefore, provides that all 
appeals in criminal cases and cases involving 
a franchise, or a freehold, or the validity of 
a statute, shall be taken direct to the Supreme 
Court; that all appeals in all other cases 
where the sum is less than $500 shall go to 
the A Courts; but there is an evi- 
dently-intended omission to provide where 
the in all cases of the class of which 
these new Courts has exclusive jurisdiction, 
| where the amount is $500 and over, shall te 
ken. The law, as it stands, now sends all 
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vancing the cases to a final hearing in the 
least. |

its proceedings have no authority or penalty ;

If the intention 
of the bill is to send no appeals to these new 
Courts save those where the judgment is final, 
it should so provide, and whére in the eighth 
section the bill reads, but ig criminal cases, 
or those involving a franchise, or or 
the validity of a statute, appeals or writs of 
error shall be taken directly to the Supreme 
Court as heretofore,” the words and in all 
other cases where the amount in controversy 
4s $500 or more” should be inserted after the 
word “statute.” Then we will have Ap- 
pellate Courts of final jurisdiction, when, 
as the bill now stands, we will have inter- 
mediate Supreme Courts having final juris- 
diction in nothing.

ONE CURE FOR THE SOUTH. 

The rapid march of events since the Ad- 
ministration of Mr. Harzs commenced is 
rapidly throwing the South upon its own re- 
sources. Hitherto the wail has periodically 
come from the Southern States that they 
could do nothing in the way of self-support 
so long as there was the ever-present danger 
of Federal interference, and that the pro- 
ductiveness of their section could not be de- 
veloped under the depressing influences of 
carpet-bag Governments, which wasted their 
substance and kept them in continual tur- 
moil, These clogs upon progress are now 
removed. Federal bayonets no longer stand 
between the people and che State Govern- 
ments. Carpet-baggers have had their day. 
The people of the South are free to go on 
their way without let or hindrance. There 
is but one royal road to prosperity, however, 
and that is work. The people of the South 
are now far enough removed from the in- 
dolent days “of slavery to realize this fact. 
A whole generation has come upon the scene 
since the time when men and women who la- 
bored lost caste. The quickest, almost the 
only, solution of the problem is not only 
the philosophical realization but the practical 
application of the dignity of labor. The 
salvation of the South is only to be found 
in the gospel of toil. The negroes must 
work and the whites must work. Men, 
women, and children must work. It is time 
that Southerners dropped their nonsense 
about chivalry and aristocracy. Those who 
have never worked should now work, and 
those who have worked before should now 
work the more. There is plenty of unem- 
ployed material, not only in the cities but in 
the towns and villages, which should now be 
utilized. They must fling their old slavery 
traditions to the winds, give up their absurd 
prejudices about labor, quit the cross-road 
groceries, abandon their political nonsense, 
take their hands out of their pockets, 
and go to work with earnestness 
and determination to succeed. They must 
put their hands to the engine, the 
plow, the loom, the hammer, and the 
ax, and fling away their shot-guns, pistola, 
and bowie-knives. The cotton fields and 
sugar plantations are to be developed. The 
great wheels of commerce are to be set in 
motion again. Ihe hum of the factories 
must once more be heard. The waste places 
of war must be restored. School-houses and 
churches must be rebuilt. Railroads and 
canals must be set in operation. Manufac- 
tures must be developed. When this is done, 
then the South will take a new departure 
towards prosperity, and in this new de- 
parture she will be aided by Northern enter- 
prise, skill, and capital. When a Northern 
laboring man can go into the South without 
being looked upon as a mudsill, then there 
will be hope. When Northern and Southern 
laboring men unite their muscle and brain, 
then the whole country will be enriched. 
Then there will be a mutual market for North- 
ern and Southern products. Thenand not till 
then will the South enjoy that happiness and 
comfort which spring from industry and 
thrift. The slave has vanished from the 
Southern population. The poor white trash 
should follow, and then the chivalry. United 
in the common brotherhood of labor, blacks 
and whites, freed from the thralldom of 
caste, should move together in the great 
work of emancipating the South from indo- 
lence. 

It is a cheering indication that such may 
be the case that the prominent and influen- 
tial Southern journals are advocating labor 
as the surest panacea for Southern ills. The 
Louisville Courier-Journal says let us delve, 
dig, and develop the country, have rail- 
roagis, and be princes of the country,—men 
of overalls, counting-rooms, Credit-Mobiliers, 
—in short, let us undertake work. The New 
Orleans Times also and the Atlanta papers 
continually urge upon the South the impor- 
tance of developing its industries. Now that 


the carpet-baggers have packed their trunks, 
nothing stands in their way. There is no 
restraint, and the country will look to the 
Southern people to redeem their country by 
labor.

It is a mat- 
ter for public congratulation that the bottom 
has fallen out at last ; that the rogues having 
got by the ears, Justice is likely to obtain her 
dues, and it is to be hoped that the investi- 
gation will not be closed until every man, 
high or low, who wasa participant in the 
robbery of New York City and in the polit- 
ical and financial villainies of the Tammany 
Ring has been exposed and held up to the 
execration of the country. 

THE BEST INDIAN POLICY. 

Ex-President Grant certainly made a most 
determined and persistent effort during his 
eight years’ term of office to settle the In- 
dian question. He allowed the Quakers and 
Christian peace-men to try their peace policy, 
and on occasion gave Suzrmpan, Croox, Cus- 
Tun, and the army full swing. But it was 
only in the closing days of his Administra- 
tion that he settled down to a plan, the good 
effects of which are now beginning to be 
felt, and which has been carried out in the 
late surrender to Croox of 1,500 hostile In- 
dians at Spotted Tail Agency in Nebraska. 
This policy is, in brief, te deprive the Indians 
of their horses, fire-arms, and ammunition. . 
It was recommended by Croox, we believe, 
and approved by Suerman and SHerman, 
and we have the greatest faith in its suc- 
cess. Take away an Indian’s pony, 
and he is only half a warrior; de- 
prive him of his gun and ammunition, 
and he is of necessity a non-combatant and 
dependent. There is but one other regula- 
tion necessary to keep the Indians im peace- 
ful acquiescence, and that is, having de- 
prived them of their guns and horses, to 
prevent rascally traders and agents from 
selling them others. This rule should not 
only be made at all the Agencies and applied 
to all the traders, but it should be enforced 
by the most rigid penalties. 

Without horses and without guns, the In- 
dians nomadic and warlike propensities are 
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and stationary, even upon compulsion, it 
will not be a difficult matter to make him 
cultivate sufficient agricultural knowlege and 
industry to raise corn and meat enough to 
live on. That will be a decided step toward 
permanent pacification, for it implies a patch 
of ground, a hut, some occupation, and a 
rude approach to ahome. With fire-water and 
gunpowder beyond his reach, and no vonies 
at hand to scamper over the hills and far 
away,” it is not impossible that the,Indian 
may some day achieve the first element of 
civilization in advancing to a condition of a 
self-support. The saving to the Government 
of such a change in the Indian’s condition 
may be estimated when it is remembered 
that the appropriations for supporting the 
Indians range from $7,000,000 to $8,000,000 
annually. Butin the meantime there may 
be just as important a saving in the reduc- 
tion of the army expenses, if the Indians can 
be kept peaceful. Then, indeed, the army 
may be reduced to a mere skeleton of 5,000 
men without the smallest danger. Instead 
of incurring the enormous expense of sup- 
porting 15,000 men, transporting them over 
a wide expanse of country, and supplying 
them with new relays of horses for every 
new campaign, it will only be necessary 
to maintain troops enough at the Indian 
Agencies to enforce the rule against selling 
the Indians fire-arms, ammunition, and 
horses, and to bring the offenders against 
this rule to quick punishment. Thus it may 
be that $8,000,000 or $10,000,000 may be 
saved in the army expenses, which should 
properly have been charged up against the 
Indian account for the last eight years. 

The country will experience an immediate 
benefit from the application of this new pol- 
icy, for it is predicted that there will be 
nothing like a general campaign this sum- 
mer. With the surrender and disarming of 
1,500 of the hostile Sioux, including most of 
those who have made the stu bborn fights of 
the last year, it is not likely that the others 
who are still hostile will remain outside the 
Agencies very long. They are not numerous 
nor strong enough to fight, and will sue for 
peace and rations in detachments from now 
on, submitting to a deprivation of arms and 
horses which will be a blessing to them in 

The Athens correspondent of the London 
Daily News states that the Greek Govern- 
ment has given orders that an army of 60,- 
000 men be in readiness for active service in 
case of need, and that the feeling in Athens 
is intensely anti-Russian. There are good 
reasons for believing this statement to be

gress by the residents of the North Division 
of Chicago and Lake County as a special 
representative of the popular demand for a 
scientific and permanent reform of the Civil 
Service, which means practically a return to 
the methods of the early Administrations of 
the Government. Mr. Brentano has not 
forgotten the principal feature of his elec- 
tion, and is devoting his attention to this 
branch of public polity. In a letter printed 
in the Staats-Zeitung of Monday, and trans- 
lated and reprinted in Tax Tarsunz of yes- 
terday, he makes a suggestion which should 
be brought to the attention of President 
Haves and adopted as a rule of the foreign 
diplomatic and consular service. It is to 
the effect that such foreign service should be 
limited to eight years’ consecutive residence 
abroad as a representative of the Govern- 
ment. This rule was established by Mr. 
Jurrenson when he was Secretary of State 
under Wasn maro as a result of his 
own personal experience, and obtained 
until all the early practices in the 
Civil Service were abandoned. Mr. Jzr- 
rerson said that, after residing abroad 
seven years, he was startled at the 
changes that had taken place at home during 
his absence, and found that the new senti- 
ments and conditions were almost alien to 
him. It was on this ground that he declined 
to recommend one of his warmest friends for 
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induced Wasutnorton to refuse a continuance 
in office to any person who had held a diplo- 
matic position for eight years. 

This rule is founded in reason and patriot- 
ism. The first requisite for foreign diplo- 
matic service is that the representative shall 
be. thoroughly en rapport with the Home 
Government, and in full sympathy with the 
characteristics and sentiments of the people 
he represents. Eight years’ residence abroad 
is generally enough to denationalize the most 
patriotic citizen to some extent, and at the 
best alienates him from the customs, 
thoughts, and tendencies of his own 
countrymen. An instance of this 
may be found in a remark made 
by Gen. Sicxxizs-on his return to this coun- 
try during the late Presidential campaign. 
He came back after along residence abroad, 
a part.of which was spent in diplomatic serv- 
ice, to make speeches for the Republican 
party; he had outlived his speeches during 
the voyage, but was heard to remark that he 
had to frame new ones to cover the matters 
of current interest and meet the changes in 
issues and topics which had escaped him 
while residing abroad. He found a new 
sentiment and new conditions to which, of 
course, he had to adapt himself in making 
popular speeches. Another instance of the 
personal detriment of too long a service in 
diplomacy may be found in the case of an 
old and estimable 
or until recently 
who had been in 
diplomatic service in Switzerland for 
twenty years and more, and who, on his 
removal from office, found himself sur- 
rounded by wife and family speaking German 
and French, who could not return to the 
United States on account of his associations, 
and who has scarcely been able to earn a 
living since his retirement, though a man of 
exceptional culture and ability. Foreign 
Ministers and Consuls must come home to be 
Americanized at least once in eight years, or 
their service abroad is apt to be detrimental 
to their own interests as well as those of the 
Government. 

The occasion for the immediate applica- 
tion of the rule suggested by Mr. Brentano 
is apparent from his statement that there 
are several Ministers who have been abroad 
eight years and more, twenty-one Consuls 
who have held their places more than 
eight years,—one since 1848 and 
five for sixteen years,—and nineteen 
who were appointed immediately after 
Grant's inauguration for his first term. 
There 1s no question but that there should be 
changes in these positions as rapidly as com- 
petent men can be obtained to £4 their 
places. The English system is to change 
their foreign representatives around from 
one mission to another, and call them home 
occasionally fora respite. It is eminently 
desirable that our foreign representatives 
shall be thoroughly American in their senti- 
ments and habits of thought; and, if Ameri- 
cans desire to remain away from their country

THEY ARE BELIEVED TO BE AT IT AGAIN. 
(Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 
Wasutnetron, D. C., April 17.—Secretary Sher- 
man and other officere of the Treasury are prepar- 
ing as rapidly as the pressure of other business 
will allow for a vigorous overhauling of Internal 
Revenue matters. This Will include special atten- 


tion to therapidly-increasing frauds in the whisky 


tax. The ruling prices in Western cities is taken 
as positive proof that the ring is firmly on its feet 
again. It also appears that for nearly a year past 
no efforts worthy of the name have been taken to 
check it. Gentlemen writing from the West in the 
interest of honest distillers say that one of the 
new methods by which ewindling d now carried on 
is what is known among those interested and 
among certain officers of internal revenue as 
THE LIBERAL GAUGE METHOD. 

This, distillers claim, was ordered by the Commis- 
sioners as a just means of protecting them from 
loss in shipments. This granting of an inch, it is 
asserted, has led to taking much more, so that now 
in many large establishmenté it amounts regularly 
to about two gallons on a barrel, Where heavy 
business is done, as is the case with most of the 
establishments that engage in illicit transactions, 
this margin of fraud is made to pay largely. 
The curious thing about its continuance 
ie that the efforts of this liberal 
gauging have been reported to the Department, 
and strongly reported against. The apathy of 
mearly all subordinate officers of internal revenue, 
as is now sean, has also given to the Whisky Ring 
a confidence which has cost the Government large 
sums. 

The circumstances attending the numerous late 
compromises by the Internal Revenue office will 
form a subject of early consideration. Prominent 
among these is the settlement of the Harper suits 
in Lliinois for $10,000 or $12,000, all of which 
was paid by banks when politicians of in- 
fluence were involved, and it is believed 
that a total liability of about $100, 000 
could have been collected. Some time 
since the same parties offered to pay $50,000 in 
settlement. e compromise in the Bingham 
bond suits in Indiana will aleo receive attention. 
In this case suits involving about $100,000, and 
regarded as perfectly secure, were settled for

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


The Strike on the Reading Road--—-The 
Situation Growing More Complicated. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

PHILADELPuia, April 17.—The Governor issued 
commissions to twenty special police, appointed by 
the Reading Railroad Company, to protect the new 
employes and the propertyof the Company. Many 
others will be empowered to act in 
the same capacity during the next 
few days. The appointment ort the 
special police is due, not so much of a fear of the 
Company that the striking engineers and firemen 
will do violence to the interests of the corpora- 
tion, az to a determination to quiet the apprehen- 
sion of passengers and others who patronize the 
road. Commissions were issued to-day at the special 
request of Superintendent Wooten. The Griev- 
ance Committee was in session all day. A report 
wae received early of an engine blown out on the 
Catawassie Road, and a few minutes later of a 
fatal accident at Phenixville, where a new man 
ran over a boy of 16, cutung the body 
in two. An hour afterward a report was 
received that E. H. Maynard, representing himeelf 
as for a year on the Pennsylvania Railroad, who 
was hired for a brakeman on Monday, and while 
coupling carsjn the city on Pennsylvania avenue, 
caught his foot in a frog and was killed instantly 
by the cars running over him. William Black. a 
new conductor, had an arm crushed at Ninth 
and Master streets, An engineer from Tamaqua 
reported the warm support of miners there, and 
only two coal trains running there. The East 
Mahanoy, Schuylkill, and Susquehanna, and the 
Chester Valley men are solid for the Brotherhood. 
During the afternoon ten men reported from Norris- 
town Branch end three more from Richmond. One 
engineer reported that a Brotherhood engineer had 
stepped upon a train run by a non, and let off the 
steam, thereby preventing an explosion. There 
has been comparatively little trouble in the city 
to-day, and twenty engineers, including three 
from the Boston & Maine, were sent down the 
road, but outside of immediate’ local trains 
business is very irregular. No trains left Pine 
Grove to-day, and only a coal train moved here and 
there. Through Schuylkill County the excite- 
ment over the Reading Railroad strike hourly in- 
creases, and letters and telegrams received from all 

of the country show. that rail- 
operatives and associated labor gen- 
will make common cause with

He was assuring 
everybody there was no danger, and urged them ta 
return to their rooms. Some started to do so, and 
had to de held back by others who more fully 
realized the danger. Capt. Warner, another of 
the proprietors, took a different view of 
the situation. and urged witness and 
others to leave the house and take 
their effects. When he reached the strect 
about half-past 1, didn't believe the Fire Depart- 
ment could save the house. Heard a roaring noise 
in the baggage elevator like a locomotive furnace; 
believed the fire was rushing up it. Had previous! 
noticed that the walls of this clevator were thic 
h grease. . 

George H. Ford, Jr., night clerk, testified: It 
was half-past 1 o'clock by the hotel clock when he 
firatemelied the smoke. The clock was probably 
ten minutes faster than the city time. He at once 
sent notice to the engine-room and had Mr. Shep- 
herd called, rung both gongs in the office, and kept 
them ringing, and when the messenger returned 
from the basement and announced that the housewas 
all efire. sent a boy to give a genera) fire-alarm and 
three other boys to roase the guests; also shouted 
fire under the rotundas which reached to the roof, 
and could have veen heardall over the upper floors; 
also sounded the District-Teleyraph alarm, and the 
Salvage Corps arrived in three minutes. A few 
minutes later the engines began to arrive. Wit- 
ness then went to the upper floors and assisted in 
getting the women out of the house. The fire-an- 
nunciator of the hote] gave no alarm until after 
the engines arrived. When he reached the 
street the building was too far gone to 
be saved. He thought the fire had gone 
up the e-elevator, which went 
to the basement tloor and up the servants’ stairway 
which adjoined it. Thought the fire mignt possi- 
bly have been conquered hed the baggage elevator 
been raised part of the way eo as to break the 
draft. There was but one hose-uozzle in the build- 
ing above the office fioor, although there were nu- 
merous coils of hose and water- pipes on each floor, 
to which hose could be attached. He felt confident 
that not more than seven minutes elapsed between 
the time he discovored the fire and the arrival of 
the engines. 

G. A. Koerner, a guest, refuted the statement 
made by Mr. Welch, of Topeka, Kan., that there 
wasas smell of burni in Reom 19 as 
early as 6 o clock on the night of the fire. Wit- 
ness occupied that room, and there was no such 
odor in it at 11 o'clock, when he retired. 

Capt. Thorwezan, Master of the steamer Grand 
Repablic, testified that be was sleeping on the 
third door. Heard the alarm of fire: called his 
wife aud went out of the room. Found the hail 
full of smoke. Descended to the parlor floor. 
Met Mr. Darling, who told them there was no 
danger. Took his wife back to their room. 
Came out again, and met Capt. Warner, 
who told them they must get out. Finally left the 
house by the ladies’ entrance on Fifth street. 
Knew of appliances in the house for putting fires 
out. Had seen nozzies on different floors. When 
he left the hotel diin't thins any Fire Department 
could put oatthe fire. Saw the Skinner fire-escape 
at work. Thought it very slow, and thought the 
firemen slow in getting the ladders up to the win- 
dows. Didn't blame Mr. Darling for trying to 
quiet the excitement of the people by saying the 
fire was out. 

David A. Hogan, night bell-boy, testifed. Was 
sweeping out the ⸗billiard- room when he noticed 
the smoke.

WASHINGTONIAN HOME. 


QUARTERLY ‘MEETING OF THE MANAGERS. 
The quarterly meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the Washingtonian Home was held last evening, 


Vice-President Hall in the chair. 

Secretary Morey submitted a statement of the 
receipts and expenditeres from which it appeared 
that there was a balance on hand ef 8107. 80. 
There was due from the city $4, 843. 90, —10 per 
cent of the money paid for saloon licenses. 

The Superintendent reported that the running 
expenses for the quarter were $3, 451. 52. 
and the receipts $2.381.07, leaving a de- 
ficit of $1,070.45, which was covered 
of $5,708.50 from the 
city, county, and other sources. The number of 
— adinitted was 61, making with the number 
in the Home Jan. 1, 102; discharged, 50; remain- 
, 62. All but five had abstained entirely from 
drinks while inmates. There wae chargec for 
board $3,702.66, of which $2,312 had been col- 
lected, leaving a balance unpaid of $1, 480. 6¢. 

The physician, Dr. Earle, reported that there 
were admitted to the Hospital 
and seven of persistent alcoholism. 

Some talk then took place regarding the procur - 
ing of situations for men about to leave the Home. 
It seemed to be the prevailing opimion that, owing 
to the large number of unemployed men now in 
the city and the ag y experienced by them in 

etting work, it was impossible to find situations 
for but very few of ‘the nmatg-. 
However, on motion the Superintendent and 
Secretary were authorized to take the initiatory 
steps toward the formation of a Reform Associa- 
tion, with different bureau, each having its 
specific work. The object is to devise means to 
reach the neglected portions of the city and gather 
in the erring anfortunate ones and lead them to a 
better life; and also to procure situations for re- 
formed men. | 
The meeting then adjourned. 


‘. SWINDLING PEDDLERS. 
DON’T BE DECEIVED BY THEM. 

The swindling peddler is an enemy to honest 
trade. We is to be found in all branches, and es- 
pecially im the dry-goods line. The public remem- 
ber the smuggled-cloth dodge; also, the way in 
which many were bamboozled into buying cheap 
dress- goods and wortal¢ss shawls, which pretend- 
ed sailors carried in sacks as smuggied goods, and 
sold at fabulous rates. Lately a new dodge has 
sprung up, and ladies especially, should be on 
their guard. This time the peddiers are linen 
ewindlers. Good linen iis sold by reliable houses at 
prevailing market rates. Two worthies canvass 
thecity. One pretends to be a Teuton and wholly 
ignorant of the English language. The other acts 
as the interpreter: The German, in his inno- 
cent way, pretends he is a German linen factor. 
Last summer he consigned a lot of his goods to the 
Philadelphia Exposition, but tney came 
too late, and had to store them, 
as the room had all been previously 
taken. Since the Centennial he has been selling 
these s to consumers. Now, tne idea of a 
manufacturer soliciting patronage from consumers 
—and a German manufacturer at that. The trick 
is too thin. However, the worthies have succced- 
ed in palmi their worthless goods on several 
parties, sellinke for $13 whicn could easily have 
en purchased at such a store as Field, Leiter & 
Co.'s at $6 or $7. People should be on their 
guard, and give the frauds no encouragement.

HOW TO ESCAPE. 
7o the Banter af The Tribune. 
Cutcaco, April 17.—As suggestions are the order 
of the day, particularly since the Southern Hotel 
was burned, permit me to offer one. As is well 
known, the windows of a hotel are generally ‘‘in 
a line, one above the other, from the ground to 
the upper story. If ropes are used, with which to 
escape, they are liable to be burned off, and at best 
do not seem to be exactly the thing, because there 
are not probably one in ten of the inmates who 
could possibly lower themselves down, hand over 
hand, from the upper stories to the ground. Ex- 
tension ladders are, to a great extent, failures, 
because of their great weight and the difficulty of 
manipulating them: telegraph-poles and wires, 
curd-stones, etc., together with the great length 
oo being among the objections to their use. 
would suggest iron ladders, with wire cable for 
the sides, and round iron for the rounds or steps. 
Suppose a hotel to be six stories high. and to have 
twenty rows or tiers of windows, al) fronting upon 
the street. This would give a total of 120 win- 
dows in front. Suppose twenty iron ladders, made 
as above noted, were arranged so as to be wound 
around drums or spools, in the upper story, just 
under the roof. his would be one ladder to each 
course or tier of windows. In the cornice there 
should be iren carrying-rollers, over which the 
ladders would run while being unwound or run 
down. To the lower end of eachSladder should be 
fastencd a small@vire cable, say one-quarter inch 
in diameter, extending to within five feet of the 
ground. The lower end of said cable might be in- 
closed in a small iron box, fastened in a manner 
similar to those used for fire-alarm telegraph. 
Now, in case of fire, every ladder could, within a 
few seconds, be pulled down to the ground, and 
thus every window in the building (on the front) 
would be provided with a ladder of snfiicient 
strength to sustain the weight of just as many 
human beings as could possibly get on to it, thus 
affording means of escape for the occupants just as 
fast as they could get out of the 120 windows down 
the ladders to the ound. Suppose the fire 
originate upon the firet floor, thus rendering it out 
of the question for these above to escape by the 
staire, and suppose the flames to be bursting from 
all the doors and windows upon the first or lower 
floor. Let the ladders be sufficiently long to per- 
mit of their lower ends being drawn across the 
street and fastened to a lamp-post, or any of 
the thousand things at hand. and occupants, 
driven to the top of the building by reason of the 
fireand communication with the street cut off, 
could with perfect safety descend from the upper 
story by every one of the twenty ladders, and land 
on the opposite side of the street. If the fire is in 
the upper story let the ladders remain perpendic- 
ular.. It will of course be borne in mind that eo 
long as no fire occurs no part of the lad- ers is seen, 
except thatthe small cable by which they are 
pulled down hangs central with each tier of. -win- 
dows from the cornice to a point near the ground, 
while the ladder itself is wound upon the drum in 
the attic, out of sight, yet ready for instant use. 
Iron is cheap, and the cost wouid amount to noth- 
ing when compared with the results. loffer the 
suggestion, hoping others will elaborate upon it.

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
7b the Editor af The Tribune. 

Catcaco, April 17.— Iu several late numbers of 
your paper you advocate the remonetization of 
silver, but propose to limit ite Slegal-tender quan- 
tity to $100 in any one payment. [In view of the 
extra session of Congress in June that may be 
called to pass an Army bil) appropriation; Tur 
TRIBUNE suggested that they might aleo pass a Sil- 
ver bill restoring the dollar coin and making it a 
legal tender for debits of $100. This is only in- 
tended as an entering wedge or a first step. Tun 
Tame is in favor of making the silver dollar as 
full and comprehensive a legal tender as the green- 
back note now is.—Ep.}] Now, 1 ‘think it safe to 
say that at least nine-ienths of the people are in 
favour of the first proposition, but I am of the opin- 
ion that an equally large proportion are opposed to 
fixing any limit to its legal-tender quantity; what 
the people want is the restoration of the dollar of 
412% grains of standard silver. as the unit ‘of 
value, and adlegal tender without limit, as I am in- 
formed it was from the year 1792 to the passage of 
the law.of 1873 prohibiting its coinage. 

Now, I have not the law at hand, dut I am in- 
formed by parties who 1 to haye examined 
the subject thoroughly, that the law authorizing 
the issue of that portion of the national debt known 
as 5-20 bonds provided that the interest should be 
paid in coin, and that the principal was payable or 
redeemable at the pleasure of the Government af- 
ter five years from the date of their issue in lawful 
money or greenbacks; also, that the law of 1869 
changed the payment of the principal of this class 
of indebtedness from currency to coin. Further- 
more, the law of 1870 for refunding the national 
debt provided that the principal and interest 
should be paid in coin of the then standard value. 
and that in none of the laws under which the na- 
tional debt was contracted, is the word ‘‘ gold,” 
or gold coin used. 1 the word coin. 

As the correctness of what is above stated 16 dis- 
puted, and as the people generally feel a deep in- 
terest in everything relating to the subject of 
finance, and want the facts on all points in refer- 
ence thereto, you will oblige many of your readers 
by answering the following questions: 

1. Is it true thatthe dollar of 412% grains of 
standard silver was the unit of value and a legal 
tender without limit for the time above stated? 

2. Is any part of the national debt by specific 
law made payable in gold coin? If so, give the 
law under which it was contracted. 

3. If, as above stated, the debt is made simply 
go in coin, bas not the Government a legal 
and moral ht to discharge the interest and 
principal in gold or silver coin at its option? 

4. Strictly speaking, are not all our bonds held 
abroad, as well as those of our public indebtedness, 
made payable in the United States?

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INDIANS. 


SIOUX SURRENDER. 
Camr Ronson. Neb., April 16, via CHrETErne, 
Wy. T., April17.—Onthe 14th inst. the village 


ot Sioux Indians, previously mentioned as coming 


in with Spotted Tail, surrendered to Gen. Crook at 
the Spotted Tail Agency. — 

The village numbered about 1, 000 persons, main- 
ly Sans Arcs and Minneconjous, under Roman Nose 
and other Chiefs. The Indians asked permission 
to approach the Agency in the style commonly 
used by them upon entering a friendly village, 
which was granted them. About 10 o'clock the 
warriors, to the number of perhaps 300, made 3 
regular charge on the Agency from several direc- 
tions, yelling, and firing their pieces in the air. 

At 11 o'clock the main village filed past the post 
and went into camp ona spot designated 5 
Agent. As the vill approached, about thirty 
— Chiefs aud the head men rode in line into 
the fort, advancing slowiy uv the ground to 
the commanding officers’ quarters, where they 
wheeled to the left to face Gen. Crook, to whom they 
were presented by Spotted Tail. The son of Lone 
Horn first rode forward, and laying his gun on the 
ground saia: I lay down this gun as @ token 
of submiesſon to Gen. Crook, to whom I wish to 
surrender.” The chiefs all Chook hands with Gen. 
Crook and rode away to put their people in camp. 

On the 15th inst. a council was held in which the 
Indians were told what would be required 
of them by the Government. They 
said their professions of peuce were sincere, and 
this is fully credited by all who saw them. They 
turned over to the Agent upwards of 1,450 ponies 
and horses: also their arms, the exact numoer of 
which could not be ascertained, but the collection 
embraced many carbines taken in the Custer mas- 
sacre. They are believed to have brought in many 
relics of that affair, and Gen. Crook has given 
orders to spare no pains in the recovery of such 
things. 

In the afternoon the peaceable Indians gave the 
newcomers a feast, and we had an opportunity of 
witnessing the famons Omaha dance. 

Five hundred Cheyennes are to pass Hot Creek 
to-night, and are expected here day after to- mor- 
row. They notified Gen. Crook some days ago of 
their intention to surrender. 


GEN. CROOK. 

The following was received here to-day: 

‘*Camp Ron sox, Neb., April 16. — Lieut. - Gen. 
Sheridan: Ihave just returned from Spotted Tail 
Agency. The Northern Indians arrived during my 
stay there. Their disposition seemed to be very 
good, and Spotted Tail says they are honest in 
their professions. They also talk very positive) 
of the others coming, but the mews received throug 
this Agency is stillcontradictory. 1 expect to have 
accurate information ina few days, inthe event 
of any considerable number of Indians staying out. 
If you still want to send the Pawnees te the mouth 
of Tongue River it would probably be well to defer 
their muster-out fora few days until I can obtain 
definite intelligence. I expect eighty lodges of 
Cheyennes to surrender at this place day after to- 
morrow. The Indians who sw@rendered at Spotted 
Tail Avency had not yet been counted when I left. 
They were to have been counted to-day. and I 
shall have, within a short time, the exact number.
